today.

For decades the Ameri­ 
can worker has given his drab life to 
the old regime, fighting every inch 
of the way, and the fight has not been 
for progress, but merely to keep pace 
with the exigencies of the hour.

are not theorists.

We have all seen the war and 
listened to the ideals for ahich it was 
fought. We gave our lives, our times 
and our money and gave them grace­ 
fully. 
But what else do we see. The 
number of millionaires has doubled 
and tfjá people pay the transporta­ 
tion.
